SOUTH CAROLINA'S PHOSPHATES. 


Mines in tho Region of the Asliloy River. 


Minftij*, Washing and Drying. 


The whole coast region seems to have 
nee been the bed of a shallow inland sea, 
nil over a compact bed of marl some 
orty or more feet ia depth there lies a de- 
msit of phosphate of l:«ie from eighteen 
o thirty-six inches thick. This is just be- 
ow the recent soil and sand. It is reached 
y stripping the surface till at a depth of 
fteen to twenty inches the deposit is 
mind. The phosphate is in the form of 
odular concretions, from the size of one's 
.cad down to coarse gravel, abont 60 per 
cnt. of it being sand and marshy humus. 
^his is loaded on to tramway cars and 
auled on an inclined road to vhe top of 
lie washing house. From the tars it is 
umped into long troughs— inverted pyra- 


mids—at the bottom of which are large re- 


olving shafts armed with steel teeth, 


which serve to break the large lumps into 
mailer ones and return the whole into 
ower troughs, in which revolve other 
hafts armed with 
paddles, 
spirally 


.rranged, to carry the phosphate forward 
nd deliver it on to a screen inclined at an 
ngle of forty-live degrees, from which it 
alls to the floor. During all this time it 
s treated with sprays of water, and the 
irt and sand are borne off in a contrary 
irection by a suitable reverse slant in the 
roughs. 
The damp but clean phosphatic rock Is 


hen shoveled into barrows and wheeled 
nto the upper part of large brick kilns 
.bout COxlOO feet and twenty-five feet 
high. 
The kiln is first prepared by 


prcadiug on tho bottom a layer of washed 
ihosphatic pebbles, two feet thick. In 
his are laid iron flues to give air, aud 


r these a pile of (ire wood (southern 


line) two feet thick, and then on this the 
ihosphatlc rock is tumbled from the bar- 
•ows above until it reaches ten to twelve 
eet thick, about 400 tons to a kiln. The 
nass then being ignited from the flues, 
burns slowly, and when consumed the 
moisture of the pile is driven off, and the 
rock is ready for shipment nnrt sali: to the 
ertilizer establishments, which, by pro- 
cesses peculiar to each, treat it with sul- 
>huric acid to free or to make more solu- 
jle the phosphor! .: acid it contains. It is 
.hen ready for use by the planter. 


The two establishments operated by 


,his company produce 125,000 tons of the 
rock annually. The profit is somewhere 
ibout 20 per cent, on tin: capitalinvested. 
L'he limit of production is only bounded 
jy thu demand. The prices range from 
J7 per ton to (now) about £4 per ton. An- 
alysi" of the washed rock shows: Dirt, 
. to 3 per cent.; silica, in form of coarse 
white sand, 12 to 15 per cent.; lime, 4t 
>cr cent.; phosphoric acid, 27 to i!0 per 
:ent. 
The color of this curious deposit is 


from a cream yellow to coarse brown 
orange, forming irregular concretions. Its 
source is evidently from the marine ani- 
mal life, which in former geological ages 
abounded in this then shallow sen. The 
'ossilized vertebra aud teeth of fish and 
some animals abound in it. I gathered 
iriangular teeth of sharks measuring four 
nches on each side, indicating monsters 
of that period that must have been whale- 
ike in size. These teeth arc as perfect as 
when shed, highly polished, with razor- 
.iie, sharp edges finely serrated. 


The discovery and development of these 


riches occurred soon after the war, and 
iftordcd the impoverished people a source 
of income and wealth that proved to be 
more valuable than gold mines. Negro 
laborers nro employed entirely, and are 
found of Into years tractable, industrious, 
ind work to the entire satisfaction of their 
employers when treated justly and with 
consideration. There are seven large 
mines in this region, the output of which 
goes largely to Europe. Other deposits 
ire under water ami are dredged for, tint 
otherwise are treated as arc those of the 
dry diggings.—Charleston (S. C.) Cor. De- 
troit Five Press.

Funeral of the Five Dead An- 


archists at Waldhcim Ceme- 


tery Yesterdav. 


TBe Cemetery Throng-eel With Weep- 


ing1 Men and Women—Pathetic 


Scenes at the Grave. 


Captain Black and Other Anarchists De. 


liver Impassioned Speeches Over 


the Dead Bodies.) 


FOREST HOME, ID., Dec 18.—A cold, 


bleak wind whistled through the leafiest 
branches of the trees in Waldheim cem< 
tary this afternoon. Below the ground 
was covered with a pall of snow and loe. 
Above the December sun sought vainly ts 
give warmth to the atmosphere. Evel 
and anon the solemn tolling of the bell in 
the tall tower of the lodge announced tin 
arrival of some new occupant of the city of 
the dead. Dismal and depressing;, indeed, 
were the surroundings of the event which, 
added another chapter to the history of 
anarchy in Chicago. For four long hours 
two thousand or more men and women 
stood upon the snow-covered ground, anc] 
around the coffins of the five dead apostle) 
of 
anarchy pledged 
themselves 
witit 


"huzzas" and "bravos," with tears and 
lamentations, and with loudly-muttered 
oaths to support and chonsh the cause 
for wlilch their comrade* had sacrificed 
their lives. 


There was no demonstration or proces- 


sion in Chicago. Railroad facilities for 
one thousand people had been provided 
by the Wisconsin Central, but fully a 
thousand more put in an appe arance al 
the depot after the regular train? had 
departed, nnd it was fouu 1 necessary to 
put a coup le of specials on the road. 


Less in numbers than the luneral dem- 


onstration of Novembar 115, it was still 
in physiognomy, in gener.xl appearance, 
and in fervor a typical gathering of the 
advocates of the social revolution. It was 
Just such a patltorin,? as has wended its 
way tLne anil a.jaiu from the Quartier in 
Paris to 
tho 
cemetery 
of Pere La 


Chaise. 


It was just one o'clock when the mem- 


bers ot the committee w ho have been 
charged with the duty of providing for 
the families of the executed men passed 
under the stone archwav oE the cemetery 
entrance two by two. There a halt wa3 
mads nnd a score of weeping women, all 
of thorn attitod in the habiliments of woe 
with Ion;; black vails coveiing them from 
head to foot, emerged from the lodge and 
joined the procession. Amo'ig them were 
Mrs. Van Zundt and Nina: Mrs. Spies, 
Gretchcm Spios and her sistor; Mrs. Par- 
sons who held her two children tightly 
one on oithor side; Mrs. fin-xcl and hei 
daughter-,; Mrs. Fiscrur and EUio Freide'i, 
Louis Line's sweutheart. 


As tho h^ad oC the procession reached 


the platform tho last of the black covered 
coffinr—that containing (he remains of 
Adolpli Fischer which was covered with 
a rod flag bearing the printed incription, 
"Hurrah 
for 
Anarchy."—^was carried 


from the vault and placed in a row with 
the other-*. Then there was a slight de- 
lay, during which tho, caskets were cov- 
ered with floral tributes 
The largest 


of these, a pillow with the inscription in 
blue violets, "Our Papa" was placed on 
Parsons' coflln. On that ot Lingg's were 
laid two wreaths ot flowers and immor- 
telles, contributed by the Central Labor 
Union and the Brewers' Union of Cleve- 
land, together with a bunch of roses 
from his sweetheart. 
Wreaths were 


also 
laid on the 
other 
caskets by 


relatives and members of the committee. 
Then the lids of the caskets were removed, 
leaving the remains exposed below the 
glass, and it was announced that every 
one present would bo afforded a flnal op- 
portunity of gazing upon the features of 
the dead. There was an instantaneous 
crush toward the platform, but order was 
quickly restored, and for an hour or more 
the people passed bv the caskets in single 
file. There were pvey-headed men and 
white-haired wcm 11 with tottering foot- 
steps, girls and boys not out of their teens, 
and mothers and fathers with babes in 
their 
arms. Every 
one displayed a 


red 
ribbon, 
a 
piece 
ot 
crepe

black 
rosette. 
Few 
of 
the 


women could control their emotions, and 
their tears fell copiouslv, while many of 
the men wept freely. It was a spectacle 
to test the most stoical ot hearts. 
The 


faces of the dead were calm and placid. 
Indications of decomposition, however, 
bad made themselves manifest, not only 
in tho sallow discoloration, but in the 
purple spots which stood out upon the 
cheeks a"d foreheads of the dead men. 
The hair upon the head and lips of each 
had also whitened, and there was that 
frosted Him about the roots which, in 
spite of the most lecomlitu efforts of the 
embalmers' art, invariably makes its ap- 
pearance within a mouth after death. 


The casket containing the remains ot 


Louis Lingg was plac»d at the end of the 
platform, and as the file of people passed 
by and looked down upon the features 
which in spite of tho skill of surgeons 
and emba'mers still remained horribly 
disfigured, few could repress a cry of 
horror. 


About two-thirds of the gathering had 


viewed tho remains when the rapid ap- 
proach of dusk gave warning to the com- 
mittee that tho funeral ceremonies should 
be hastened. Tho members of the Social- 
istic Mamii ivhor were massed at the 
head of the platform and sang the solemn 
German hymn, "Am grabs unser freuude," 
At the g"ive of our friends. 


When the funeral chant had concluded, 


Joseph R. Buclmnau stepped up on the 
platform immediately beside the casket 
containing Ihe body of Lingg, and a deep 
hush at once fell upon the assemblage. 
He said they had met together to pay a 
last token of respect to their deceased 
comrades, to gaze upon their faces and 
bid them a final farewell. They were met 
there as common people, as people whose 
cause the dead men had championed, 
whose rights they had espoused, and for 
whom they had given their lives. They 
had gathered, moreover, to bury all differ*

tionality, nothing but tha cause of the 
poor. The bodies before them were those 
of martyrs—martyrs in the cause of labor, 
martyrs in the cause for which those 
around them would struggle, and in yean 
to come the entire world would rocognine 
the fact, and the jon.nals that to-day de- 
nounced them and their cause would yet 


be found singing the praUosof the men 
Who died for freedom. 


There were no demonstrations during 


the delivery of the opening address. 
Captain W. P. Black, the counsel for the 
Anarchists throughout the memorable 
trial was next introduced, and he de- 
voted a long address to a comparison be- 
tween tho dead men and the Saviour, 
H« 


said that It was nearly nineteen centuries 
since there came into the world one whoso 
name was a household word wherever tha 
civilization of Christ had shed its light. 
Whatever personal views 
they might 


entertain in relation to religion, twu 
things must be admitted. The first, that 
Christ bad brought connection between 
tha world and the eternal God; that h< 
had taught people to look upward when 
their 
minds 
were 
directed to "Our 


Father;" and, second, that he had estab- 
lished 
the 
principle 
of 
universal 


brotherhood. 
He had endeavored to 


break down the barriers between the peo> 
pie, and for it the Scribes and Pharisee; 
led Him to a felon's death. His cause was 
the cause of the poor and oppressed, and 
for it they cast Him out, but the cross 
upon which they crucified Him becarrn 
the synonym of honor and glory." Hai 
the world reached its ultimateof progress 
of honor and of development?" said th( 
speaker as he reached one of his im. 
passioned periods. "Look upon these dead 
and answer. Their purpose was tho ele- 
vation of mankind, the amelioration ol 
the condition of those about them. They 
sought to bring about the day of universal 
brotherhood, and the world bad nothing 
better for these men than the gibbett." 


The speaker paused for breath, almost 


at the samp moment a long, wild despair- 
ing cry broke upon the stiil air and 
chilled the blood of nearly ovary man and 
woman in the throng. 
Mis. Parsons had 


for the first time been led to the casket 
•which contained the remains >f her bus* 
band and permitted to gaze upon his 
features. The ordeal was too much foi 
her strength. The air was filled with th« 
most 
heart-rendering cries and wails 


which reached to tho most remote boun- 
daries of the cmnetery. Womiu away on 
the outskirts of tho crowd, who knew 
nothing of what had happened in front, 
sobbed and wrung their hands convulsive- 
ly, and even many man found it impossi- 
ble to stem back the hot, briny tears that 
forced themselves into their eyes. 


"Bring some snow and put it on Mrs. 


Parsons' head," shouted Captain Black, 
and a low moan of sorrow went through 
those surrounding her. Finally the grief- 
stricken woman swooned and fell back in 
the arms of one. of bar friends, and waa 
gently conveyed away. 
Before order had 


been restored Gretchen Spies also fell in a 
faint and was taken to the lodge. 


"Ab, well," said Captain Blai-k, when 


he was finally enabled to resume bis ad- 
dress, "we will take the lesson to oui 
hearts. Shall the memory of those who 
died for the cause of the common peoplfl 
be buried in oblivion? No. Wo do not 
despair. Underneath the snow et our feet 
the invisible dowers are growing ripe fol 
tho bloom and the cause for which these 
men died is growing in human hearts. 
It can not be destroyed. We must all 
die. What matter it when the moment 
comes, so Ions as it is in the service of the 
people. But the Eternal Father, faithful 
to His teachings, can not de 
Timself to 


those who have passed out u£ Hie in His 
service, and we live in tho certain hope 
that amongst those who will be called to 
life again by the great and noble God will 
be our dead—our dead." 


Paul Grotkau, who is waiting sentence 


in Wisconsin courts for delivering An- 
archist addrecses, next took tHKjplatform 
and was greeted with cries omJ'bravo." 
His addi ess was one of the moft inflam- 
matory of the style for which he has be- 
come notorious. At one moment his long 
bony fo. ofnger would bo pointed at the 
coffins, the mxt his flit would be high in 
air

cries of "bravo" or groans. Hs declared 
that the men before him had been mur- 
dered by the ruling classes.

that they had assembled to accuse the 
murderers, to declare that the crimes of 
the ruling classes w <re the sole evidence 
adduced against fie martyrs. They had 
been murdered because they worked for 
the liberty, enlijih'a'iment and welfare ol 
all. That was their crime. For it they 
were strangled in a he nom, cowardly, 
brutal way. 
They left widows and or- 


phans, and to stand up for these should be 
the first duty 
of all, for the latest 


victims of the presentei a would not be the 
last. The names of the martyrs would be 
emblazoned upon the banner of the people 
when there cam-) wha' conll not be pre- 
vented—the great a arm which called 
upon the anarchistic battalions to march. 
The death of these men would have the 
effect which a whirlwind ha* upon a spark 
of fire in fanning it into a mighty holo- 
caust, and like a devastating flood it 
would spread over eve y land. "They did 
their d ity; let us do ours," said the 
speaker. Shouts of "bravo" rent the air. 
"Swear by these bodies that you will 
continue the work that has been begun by 
the martyrs," shouted !h* speaker. 


"We will," came from a thousand 


throats. 
Then there was an ominious 


growl and Grotka-i stepped down. 


Albert Curlin, of St. Louis, was the next 


and last speaker. 
Ha to lowed closely in 


the vein inaugurated by Grotkau, and at 
one period of his address, stretching hia 
arms toward the skies, be exc'aimed: 
"Vow it here before your dead that the 
work of Anarchy s'mll go on. Vow it, 1 
say, if you are not cowards." 


"We vow," "we vow," came from the 


throats of the throng. The vo'ces of the 
women seemed to ri-, e above those of the 
men. 


There was a tempest of applauie when 


Curlin concluded. Then, while the man- 
nerchor sang a final dir<ie and tiie rela- 
tives of the d >ad man wept aud moaned, 
the lids of the caskets were replaced and 
screwed 
down. 
A lane was formed 


through the crowd and the coffin i were 
gently borne to the grave and lowered 
one by one. 
When the last of the flve 


had been deposited they ware covered by 
threa huge slabs of granite, we'gbing in 
the aggregate over a ton, and » hich were 
lowered by means of a derrick. Then the 
earth was shoveled in by two sturdy 
grave diggers.

Prison Brutalities. 


Within a year or two past the public 


has been regaled by some horrible ac- 
counts of the treatment of convicts in the 
prison camps of the Southern states, bnt 


I it is doubtful whether anything inflicted 
upon prisoners down there can excel the 
brutalities practiced upon convicts in the 
Massachusetts state prison, as revealed 
by an investigation now going on. 
One 
| man was kept in a dark cell five years, 
and died there. Others were kept in the 
dungeon until they became insane, whilfl 
one was refused medical aid when sick, 
and committed suicide in the presence of 
one of the officers, who only laughed 
| when he saw it. Such brutalities seem 
almost beyond belief, but they are sworn 
statements and appear to bo well authen- 
ticated. And this in cultured, refined 
Massachusetts. When will people learn 
that the fact of a prisoner being helpless 
ought to appeal for mercy, even among 
savages, instead ot courting and inviting 
brutalities that civilization should shud- 


i der at.

BUILDING A COMFORTABLE DWELL- 


ING FOR LESS THAN $1,300. 


This Sura Includes, Beside the House, • 


Woodshed, a Well and a Cistern—Bow 
the Plan May Be Carried Out Fully 
Described and Illustrated. 


[Special Correspondence.] 


INDIANAPOLIS, Dec. 13.—This houss \va» 


finished at a cost of less than $1,300. This 
included, beside the house itself, a woodshed, 
well and cistern. There is a cellar under the 
hall and parlor. The building has a brick 
foundation and the woodwork begins two 
feet above tho grade. The stud walla of the 
exterior are lined, first with dress sheathing, 
then with heavy building paper and finally 
with weatherboarding. The first and second 
tiers of joist are SxlO inches; the ceiling joists 
of the second story are 2x8 inches. All of the 
studding ore 2x4 inches. The windows have 
box frames with iron weights and cotton 
cords. The first story is ten feet high, the 
second eight and a half feet high. These de- 
tails of coustniction are mentioned so that 
any ono interested may know that it is a sub- 
stantial, well constructed building. Tho in- 
terior finisli is of pine, part o£ which is var- 
nished and tho remainder stained and var- 
nished. The front door and stairway aro of 
quartered oak. 


Tuo_lrout porch is 10 1-3 feot wide and 7 1-J 


feet cWep. It has a high root over it, n'j will 
bo seen by the elevation. The entrance being 
at ono side of the porch, gives more availa- 
ble space for uninterrupted use during tho 
wurin weather. The hall is 10 feet wide and 
10 1-3 feot long. Tho stairway has first two 
steps to a broad landing and then a continu- 
ous movement to tho second floor. 1C this 
landing were neOueoJ in sizo by making the 
approach moro direct, say turning directly to 
the left as one enters tho door and going 
through a landing tho width of the stairway 
boforo making Uia general accent, there 
would Ixs moro available room in tho hall. 
It is bhown tins way iu tho drawing because 
it is tho \vay tiiu hou;,o "\\tis built. There is 
a cloMil m (.hi j hall. Now, while it is true 
that a great ninny houses are built without 
a closet on the firit floor, I cannot but think 
that it is wrong, Thero aro a great many 
things In common usoon tho first floor of any 
two story houso which a housekeeper does 
not cm e to luivo exposed, Slio must either 
care Cm them by some kind of a makeshift or 
cairy them to the second floor. A nmko- 
shiLt is ne\ ur convenient, and an arrange- 
ment 
~v\ Inch compels ono to go to a bccond 


floor ia hibur piorlucing rather than labor 
saving. Tho house which is intelligently 
planned is intended ta save rather than to 
make labor. Hence tho necessity i'or a closet 
on thn first floor.

As will be soon tliero EIVO three rooms ou 


tho first floor and thrco on tho second. It is 
an easy Lou^e to take care of, in that there 
is no wiu>to space and all tho i\aorns are 
readily accessible without oxtra stops. Waste 
room mouiio wasto of energy and waste of 
money in moro ways than ono—waste not 
only us to tho inmwoaury (jxpeuihturo in tho 
cost of tho building, but in carpets and in the 
labor of a weeping and caring i'or thorn. 


In tho pai lor at the right of tho hall are 


two windows and a grate; ono w mdow is in 
front nnd tho other at tho sidu. The dining 
room i i Mmikulyetiuip;>cd. It has a large 
china L-losot wliith tonnecJs with tho table in 
tho kitchen by moan's of a slide. Thero is 
also a door between tho kitchen and dining 
room, 11.(»::!.J 11; not a largo kitchen. 
Tbe 


availability ol kitchen spaou is not entirely 
dependent, ho\\uver, on its dimensions, but 
rather upon Lhi 
1 di^pysitioa of the wall 


spa.ce and tho conveniences which havo to do 
with a kitcbmi. It will be seen that there is 
a space for tho kitchen range or stove near 
tho kitchen flue which tloes not conflict with 
tho use of any other part of tho kitchen. 
Also there is a sp-xco between the door which 
leads into tho pantry and an outside wall 
which will leave 
1 j^noo for a kitchen safe, 


which may hold the kitchen utonsils. It 
is out of the way and yet convenient 
to the rango 
This sufa might bo placed op- 


posite the tables at the other end of tho 
kitchen if thought desirable. It is not found 
necessary to uso the kitchen sal'o in all sec- 
tions of tho country, especially in places 
•whci'o there is no annoyance from tlie dust of 
tho streets. Tho kitchen \\indowis placed 
aboxit three feet above tho floor. This gives 
wall space under it. Whero a safe is not 
Ubod a cabinet to contain pots and kettles, 
etc., can bo placed Uicro. I would call espo-

ciol attention to the table and sink. In this 
bouse thcro is a cistern pump on ono side of 
tbe oink and a well pump on tho other. Thus 
it is that tho occupants do not have to go oat- 
doors for water. Tho table can bo used for 
wiping tho dishes or for preparing food for 
tbe stove. 


The pantry is quite convenient to tbe kit- 


chen. There is an inclosed cupboard on one 
side which lias doors and shelves above and 
below, and in tbe recess next to tbe dining 
room wall is a place for open shelves. Near

becond floor. It may bo also noticed that 
this hall is well lighter! by a window at the 
side.

As to tho bedrooms there is a convenient 
place for bedroom furniture in all of them. 
This cannot bo said of all floor plans. There 
aro at least two places for each bed, a space 
for a dressing case where it will get the 
best light aud room for a washslaud.
